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Confusion 
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Opening 
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rWork On Tollway 


• 
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Commuter confusion marked the first 


day of a three-month construction proj- 
ect on the Northwest Tollway yesterday, 
as early-morning drivers found un- 
marked median crossovers and speed 
limits not posted, 


Michael Hartigan, tollway .assistant 


chief engineer, acknowledged commuters 
encountered• "confusion entering certain 
areas" but said all of the proper signs 
should be posted for today's 'drivers. 


A number of tollway incidents were re- 


ported to police, including construction 
workers walking off the job because of 
erratic drivers near O'Hare Airport, 
Hartigan said. "Several tickets were is- 
sued to subjects driving through medians 
and proceeding on lanes where workmen 
were located/' said State Police Lt. Wil- 
liam Burt. 


There was one major accident on the 


Tri-State Tollway, which is also under 
construction, that stalled traffic for 
miles. Hartigan said a semi-truck jack- 
knifed and blocked the entire roadway at 
11 a.m. and stopped all traffic flow for a 
short time. 


Tollway officials said last night that 


"traffic was lighter on the Northwest 
Tollway than expected" attributing it to 
"people taking other means of trans- 
portation and alternate routes." How- 
ever, a Chicago and North Western Rwy, 


spokesman said no noticeable increase in 
passengers was noted yesterday. 


There was a 2%-raile traffic jam on 


the Tri-State Tollway south of O'Hare 
Airport yesterday during the morning 
rush hour. 


CONSTRUCTION ON the tollways yes- 


terday consisted primarily of crushing 
concrete and work on bridges. 


A tollway spokesman said he encour- 


ages drivers today "to begin their trav- 
els earlier" to avoid a possible 20 to 30- 
minute delay due to the barricaded 
lanes. 


Two lanes in both directions are open 


to traffic with eastbound drivers crossing 
over to the inner lane of the opposite 
roadway. 


Although speed'limit signs were not 


posted yesterday, there is a 40 mile-an- 
hour limit through all construction zones. 


The two simultaneous highway con- 


struction projects include 11 miles on the 
Northwest and Tri-State Tollways. North- 
west Tollway construction begins at the 
Kennedy Expressway Juncture and goes 
west to Meacham Road near Schaum- 
burg. The Tri-State work runs from Og- 
den Avenue to the Northwest tyllway. 


The |6.5 million projects will be com- 


pleted by Aug. 1, according to ~ tollway 
officials. The highways will be resur- 
faced as well as'bridge repairs and lane 
striping,-

Licenses For Same Building

A dispute over legal rights to the for- 


mer Dale House Restaurant, now being 
called HUJdale Restaurant, has resulted 
in the scheduling of a public hearing into 
the granting of a liquor license for the 
establishment by the Hoffman Estates 
Village Board. 


Two applicatons for liquor licenses for 


the same building have been filed with 
the village. The second came in Monday 
night, from Roger Gilbert, 217 Notting- 
ham Ln., who said he represented Twin- 
brook Investment, Inc. The firm former- 
ly leased the building from Multicon 
Properties, Inc., and had an arrange- 
ment with Dale House, Inc., which oper- 
ated the restaurant and held the first li- 
cense until it closed late last year. 


Last week Multicon asked the board to 


grant new liquor licenses for the same 
building in Its came. 


THE HEARING tentatively was sched- 


uled for tomorrow night, but yesterday 
Village Mgr. George Longmeyer report- 
ed Multlcon's attorney had asked a dif- 
ferent date be chosen. Longmeyer said 
he expected to announce the date some- 
time today.

GILBERT, WHO refused to specify his 


position with Twinbrook, Monday night 
said, "It is our belief the building Is in 
the illegal possession of Multicon." Twin- 
brook has instituted legal action over 
rights to the property, and had been de- 
laying filing a liquor license application 


until after the litigation ended, said Gil- 
bert. Multicon's request for a license 
apparently prompted Monday's appli- 
cation filing, although Gilbert said he an- 
ticipted the court case would be heard 
within a few weeks. 


Mayor Frederick Downey pointed out 


that Multicon had presented the board 
last week with the old liquor license is- 
sued for the restaurant. 


"They broke into the .premises and 


took it,1' said Gilbert. 


Village Atty. Edward Hofert suggested 


a hearing should be scheduled to deter- 
mine which company should receive the 
license, saying he hoped to keep the vil- 
lage out of any future court action that 
might be brought in the matter. 


In discussing the hearing date after the 


meeting, Roy Whitehead, regional super- 
intendent for Multicon, repeatedly asked 
Gilbert to name his position with Twin- 
brook.

"Are you president? Are you vice pres-

Whitehead. 


Gilbert replied "No".to the first two 


questions, and said of the third, "I don't 
want to go into that."

Law To Aid Handicapped 
M JL 


Hoffman Estates is the first village in 


the state to approve a local ordinance 
requiring special provisions for handi- 
capped persons in semi-public buildings, 
according to officials. 


The state already requires by statute 


that publicly owned buildings, accom- 
modate the special problems of handi- 
capped persons. But, village board action 
Monday applied similar mandates for 
such buildings as department stores, fi- 
nancial institutions, public areas of fu- 
neral parlors, industrial buildings, mar- 
kets, office buildings and retail or ser- 
vice stores. 


Building Commissioner Daniel Murphy 


has developed the new ordinance work- 
ing with Village Atty. Edward Hofert and 
the Hoffman Estates Jaycees. Murphy 
reported he consulted with the- Building 
Officials Conference of America (BOCA), 
which sets generally accepted national 
building code standards, before com- 


I 


pleting the document. The conference 
has requested the village submit the 
adopted ordinance to them for in- 
corporation in revised BOCA codes, said 
Murphy. The Jaycees were consulted be- 
cause they first proposed the new law, 
working with the governor's committee 
on employment of the handicapped. 


TAYCEES PROJECT Ramp Chairman 


Pete Smith, who uses a wheelchair him- 
self, termed the new ordinance "ex- 
cellent." 


"Architectural barriers hinder both oc- 


cupational and recreational pursuits of 
Hoffman Estates' citizens. Buildings with- 
out ramps, doors too narrow, bathrooms 
without facilities for the handicapped will 
be a problem of the past for citizens of 
Hoffman Estates/' said Smith. 


The ordinance will /apply only to new 


semi-public buildings, or those being re- 
modeled. They are designed to provide 
access and usability for persons with ei-

Donations should be stated as being 


made in behalf of Gerald Cody, at the 
dialysis department of Billings Hospital, 
at the University of Chicago Hospitals 
and Clinics in Chicago. 


His mother said her son must undergo 


three five hour sessions a week on the 
dialysis machine. 


His sister, Sharon, 31, who lives with 


her parents in Chicago, will give one of 
her kidneys to Gerald, said his mother. 


She added that her son has lost little 


time from school during his illness doc- 
tors say Is glomerulo nephritis.

The new ordinance deals with the slope 


and width of ramps, and requires level 
platforms at regular intervals, among 
other details. Entrances and doorways 
are to meet minimum widths, > and have 
level floors on either side large enough to 
accommodate wheelchairs. They are to 
be operable by wheelchair users. Hand- 
rails are to be required on stairs. Floors 
are to have slip-resistant surfaces, and if 
they are not at a common level through- 
out a structure be connected by ramps. 


TOILET ROOMS are to be appro- 


priately fitted for persons in wheelchairs, 
with at least one sufficiently wide stall 
with handrails on either side in each 


building. At least one water fountain in 
each building must be low enough for use 
by wheelchair users,

Elevators are to allow wheelchair traf- 


fic, and controls for elevators, lights, 
heat, fire alarms and any other essential 
use,items are to be within reach of per- 
sons in wheelchairs.

Warning devices are to be audible as 


well as visible. Facilities within buildings 
are to be identified with raised letters or 
numbers on walls next to doors within a 
specific height range, for detection by 
the blind. Special knobs are to be placed 
on doors not intended for normal use, 
leading to areas which might be dan- 
gerous for blind persons.

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TFofer Shortage

The rain that fell in Baraboo, Wis., 


Friday will be used to wish dishes and 
sprinkle lawns in the Northwest suburbs 
sometime around May 1,2972. 


During the spring and summer of 1972, 


however, water consumers in the area 
will have to be satisfied with the water 
available from the wells in their respec- 
tive communities. 


The odds on turning the kitchen faucet 


and getting a steady flow of water, how- 
ever, «eem to have improved over pre- 
vious years. While several villages and 
sections of them have experienced sev- 
ere water shortages in recent years, 
most local officials indicate they do not 
expect serious recurrences of the prob- 
lem this year. 


The water that comes from the wells in 


the Northwest suburban area, state wa- 
ter officials believe, originates some- 
where near Baraboo, northwest of Madi- 
son. John Guillou, chief engineer for the 
Illinois Division of Waterways, said each 
molecule of water takes somewhere near 
1,000 years to filter its way to the wells 
in this area. 


That will do no good this year, as ev- 


ery municipality in the area each year 
sinks new wells to provide the water 
needed to sustain the continued growth in 
the area. 


Officials in all but two of the 10 North- 


west suburban communities are optimis- 
tic about their respective water supplies 
this year. 


Berton Braun, Palatine village man- 


ager, sa)d recently, "Under our present 
conditions, we're not in very good 
shape." 


One of the present conditions to which 


Braun refers is the broken-down well in 
Winston Park, the village's largest subdi- 
vision, Braun expect* the well to be back 
in working order sometime during the 
summer, but not in time to be of any 
help for the peak rush on water this 
spring. 


THE HEAVIEST use of water in Pala- 


tine, w in the other communities, comes 
when residents stara working on their . 
lawns. That work usually begins around 
this time each year and continues 
through mid-June. 


"There's no way we can produce 


enough water economically to serve ev- 
eryone in town who is planting new 
lawns on the same day," Braun said. 


Dan Larson, Buffalo Grove village 


manager, is neither optimistic nor pessi- 
mistic about the water situation in his 
village. 


Larson explained the village has a 


study on water currently under way. But 
without the result* of that study, he is 
not making any guesses. Two years ago, 
many Buffalo Grove residents had to boil 
water for drinking and cooking purposes. 


Several towns in recent years have had 


to resort to rationing water. Arlington 
Heights, Palatine, Buffalo Grove, Hoff- 
man Estates, Schaumburg, Wheeling and 
Elk Grove Village all have had restric- 
tions on sprinkling. Generally, homes 
with even-numbered addresses are per- 
mitted to water lawns on even-numbered 
days, alternating with homes with odd- 
numbered addresses. 


Only Boiling Meadows, Mount Pros- 


pect and Des Plaines place no restric- 
tions on sprinkling. 


The water shortage. problem stems 


from more communities drilling more 
wells to supply more people, businesses 
and industry. Most of the towns cannot 
keep up with the demand. The problem 
is compounded each year as the water 
table drops, about 10 feet annually. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS will have two 


more deep wells, numbers 12 and 13, into 
operation this summer. Drilling is now 
proceeding on well 14 at the rate of 160 
feet per day. Drillers expect to hit water 
at about 1,800 feet. 


L. A, Hanson, village manager, said a 


six-miUion-gallon reservoir is expected to 
go into use in mid-summer, 


Palatine is considering building a ninth 


well as construction continues on the 
eighth. Elk Grove Village is making 
plans for its eighth well with a two-mil-

JAMES MULDOWNEY, city engineer, 


said the city has five wells in operation, 
a sixth under construction and another in 
the planning'stage. The city, Muldowney 
said, has not had a water problem since 
it was incorporated 17 years ago. The 
seventh well, for example, planned for 
the area around Golf and Algonquin, 
roads, is being installed in anticipation of 
the needs of a new department store and 
several industrial developments planned 
for that area. 
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The City of Des Plaines stands, far 


above the rest, however, when it comes 
to water supply. And there is good rea- 
son for it — Des Plaines supplements the 
water it gets from its wells with an al- 
most unlimited availability from the City 
of Chicago.

'As the respective communities contin- 
ue drilling new wells, however, and as the 
water table continues to drop, the con- 
cern increases over the life of the wells. 
Some officials seem to believe the wells 
couM go dry someday, or at least could 
get so deep as to become economically 
unfeasible. 


Virtually all officials in the area agree 


the. answer to the ultimate problem is to 
go to Lake Michigan for water. 


Several area communities have made 


application to the state for permission to 
divert water from the lake for that pur- 
pose. Four municipalities — Des Plaines, 
Arlington Heights, Mount Prospect and 
Palatine —.have joined together in 
DAMP in their efforts to secure an allo- 
cation. 


DAMP spokesmen say they cannot go 


ahead with plans nor can they seek fi- 
nancing for the system, however, until 
they receive an allocation from the state.

cations within the next two weeks to all 
communities which have made requests.

Rights did not appear bright during the 
first Senate hearings, conducted Monday 
ifl Chicago. 


A parade of witnesses, pro and con, 


appeared before seven members of the 
Senate Agriculture and Conservation 
Committee. 


Questions and, comments from the sen- 


ators left observers with a clear impres- 
sion that they were sympathetic to the 
opponents of the bill, whose arguments 
all followed the same general lines. 


Leading the questioning were .Sen. 


John Knuppel, a Democrat from Down- 
state Petersburg, in Menard County. 


He repeatedly made the point that 


"people in Havana, Cairo and Bone Gap 
(all of which, he felt compelled to ex- 
plain, are towns in Illinois)" are not as 
qualified to make decisions regarding the 
future of Lake Michigan as are the City 
Plan Commission and City Council of 
Chicago. He was referring to members of 
the Illinois. General Assembly, although 
at last glance there were no members of 
that body from Havana/ Cairo or Bone 
Gap. 


Sea Charles Chew, a Democrat from 


Chicago, showed up two hours late for 
the meeting but soon took over the de- 
fense of the Chicago city administration, 
demanding of each witness favoring the 
bill, "Don't you think the people of Chi- 
cago are capable of handling their own 
affairs?" 


THE WISER witnesses avoided giving

Knuppel and Chew made it abundantly 


dear they consider what happens to the 
Lake Michigan shoreline in Chicago is 
the business of the city officials of Chi- 
cago, notwithstanding the injunction in

He also explained to the committee 


that the I.C., in cooperation .with the city, 
is planning a high-rise building complex 
on 83 acres between the lake and Mich- 
igan Avenue.

The area, said'Jenson, is now a maze 


of railroad tracks, sheds and ware- 
houses, and would be vastly improved by 
the I.C. project, which will include build- 
ings on no more than 20 per cent of the 
83 acres. 


Randolph Cooper, executive director of 


a planning corporation called1 the Chi- 
cago Central Area Committee, agreed 
with Jenson that the bill would becloud

future construction. He also argued as 
did other witnesses . that the "bill of 
rights" would infringe on the home rule 
powers of the city. 
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Knuppel and Chew demonstrated a 


lively concern for the home rule power, 
created by the 1970 constitution and yet 
to be clearly defined by the legislature.

The big question in Washington today 


Who will be the new director/of the 


Federal Bureau of Investigation? 


Flags are Hying at half-staff for J. Ed- 


gar Hoover who President Nixon eulo- 
gized as a "legend in his own lifetime" 
following the death yesterday morning of 
the leader of one of the world's most re- 
nowned crime-fighting organizations. 


Hoover, 77, was found dead by his 


maid at 8:30 a.m. EDT. 


The last person to see him alive appar- 


ently was Clyde Tolson, 72, Hoover's life- 
long friend and FBI associate director in 
whose home the two had dined until late 
Monday night. 


Hoover, one of the most controversial, 


most feared, most admired and — next 
to the President — one of the most pow- 
erful men in the United States, died of 
"hypertensive cardiovascular disease" 
or high blood pressure, frequently associ- 
ated with hardening of the arteries, ac- 
cording to District of Columbia Medical 
Examiner James L. Luke. 


The FBI director had no previous his- 


tory of serious illness, never discussed 
hte heart condition, and made no mention 
of feeling sick Monday evening. In 1970, 
after his annual physical checkup, the 
ruddy, bulldog-faced Hoover boasted he 
was "in better shape than I was in 1038." 


President Nixon, the eighth chief exec- 


utive under whom Hoover had served, 
appeared in the White House press room 
to mourn the death of "one of my closest 
personal friends and advisers" and order 
all government flags flown at half-staff. 


"His magnificent contribution to mak- 


ing this a great and good nation will be 
remembered by the American people' 
long after the petty carpings of his de- 
tractors are forgotten," Nixon 


IN CONGRESS, where demands for 


Hoover's resignation had been heard in 
recent years by men accusing him of 
being out of step with the times, there 
was nothing but praise for the man near- 
ly everyone — like Nixon — called "a 
legend in his own lifetime." 


A resolution was adopted providing for 


Hoover's body to lie in state in the Capi- 
tol Rotunda, an honor traditionally re- 
served for presidents, war heroes and 
distinguished legislators. He will be the 
first civil servant in U.S. history to be so 
honored. 


There also was a move to name for 


Hoover the new $109 million FBI head- 
quarters building tinder construction 
near the Justice Department. Although 
Hoover fiercely dismissed calls for his 
resipation, saying he would serve as 
long as his health and performance were 
satisfactory, there had been .speculation 
he would choose to retire on his 80th 
birthday, New Year's Day of 1975, the 
year the FBI building is to be completed. 


Tolson, in failing health for the past 


decade, was named Acting FBI director 
until the President appoints a successor 
to the f42,500-a-year post. Congress de- 
creed in 1988 that Hoover's successor 
must be confirmed by the Senate, with 
the understanding that he would serve an 
'indefinite term at the pleasure of the 
President. 


Although Hoover Jealously maintained 


his total dominance of the FBI and kept 
his choice of a successor a closely guard* 
ed secret, his own choice to succeed him 
apparently was W. Mark Felt, former 
FBI inspector general who emerged as 
No. 2 man behind Tolson in a high-level 
shakeup last fall. 


OTHER FREQUENTLY mentioned 


possibilities included Myles Ambrose, 
former U. S. customs commissioner 
whom Nixon designated as his special as- 
sistant in the Justice Department to di- 
rect drug law enforcement, and Supreme 
Court Justice Byron R. White. 


Hoover was born Jan. 1,1895, in Wash- 


ington and was graduated from George 
Washington University with a law de- 
gree. He joined the Justice Department 
July 26, 1917, at age 22 and soon was 
working in the enemy alien registration 
section with one of his first major tasks 
being a study of subversive activities. 


His critics said he never got over his 


first job. He came in for particularly 
harsh criticism when he talked publicly 
about a pending indictment against the 
Harrisburg Seven conspirators. Some 
observers said the government never 
would have brought that case to trial had 
Hoover not talked about it beforehand. 


Despite the criticism and his advanc- 


ing years, Hoover stayed on the job. As 
recently as his last birthday, he said he 
was in "excellent health" and said he 
would not consider stepping down "as 
long as I can be of service to my country 
and have the health, vigor and en- 
thusiasm to perform my responsibilities 
in the manner my superiors and the pub- 
lic have a right to expect." 


Hoover outlasted 16 attorney generals. 


Hi* critics and admirers alike believed 
he, wanted to stay on the job until a new 
$100 million-plus FBI headquarters build- 
ing is completed in Washington. It is ex- 
pected to be finished in about three more 
years. 


NIXON NOTED some of the criticism 


in his statement on Hoover's death. He 
said that becauae of Hoover's "in- 
domitable courage in the face of some- 
time* vicious attack*, the flag of the FBI 
wifl always fly high." 


John Edger Hoover wielded power 


among the mighty a* the nation's top law 
enforcement officer for nearly a half cen- 
tury. He also was highly popular with the 
public. 


Three president* found the com- 


bination unbeatable enough to keep the 
bdJdog-factd Hoover in office years past 


the mandatory retirement age of 70 with 
the results that he served longer than 
any other federal bureaucrat in modern 
times. 
: 
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His last years were among the 


stormiest as the FBI came under in- 
creasing fire from politicians, left wing 
groups, civil rights organizations, and 
even some of his staiinchest admirers 
who felt it was time for,Hoover to step 
down. 
: 
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He paid them little heed. In the "law 


and order" framework of the Nixon Ad- 
ministration, Hoover spoke out often and 
loudly, apparently confident the Presi- 
dent and his immediate boss, Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell, would rise to his de- 
fense. They did. 


In 1970 and 1971, lawsuits were filed 


against Hoover by disgruntled former 
employes, by a would-be-female agent, 
by leftist groups who accused him of 
threatening their civil rights. He was ac- 


cused by House Democratic Leader Hale 
Boggs, D-La., and others of wiretapping 
congressional telephones and of ex- 
ceeding his authority in the field of civil- 
ian surveillance.

His, troubles peaked after a fuss with 


former Democrat" Atty. Gen. Ramsey 
Clark who suggested in a book published 
in November, 1970; that Hoover had so 
dominated the1 FBI with a "self-centered 
concern for his reputation" that the 
agency, sometimes sacrificed efffective 
crime control in a pursuit of personal 
glory;> 


An intensely reactive man, Hoover saw 


red. He called in a Washington Post re- 
porter for rare interview to denounce 
Clark as a "jellyfish." 


FROM THEN ON his every action 


drew ' attention. Every time he dis- 
ciplined an employe and ft became 
known, there were headlines.

But that's wrong, the FBI will 
go on as the world's greatest law en- 
forcement agency,? Thompson, said. 


In White Sulphur Springs, W.Va., 


where he is attending a Republican gov- 
ernor's conference, Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie said Hoover "epitomized the pro- 
fessional approach to law enforcement 
for nearly'half a century." 


Ogilvie, a former special assistant U.S. 


attorney charged wit blighting organized 
crime and one-time Cook County sheriff, 
was rumored in the past as being one of 
those under consideration by President 
Nixon as a successor to Hoover.

Nixon would tab Ogilvie for the job and 
pull the governor out of a political cam: 
paign in a state that the President re- 
gards as pivotal to his own reelection. .

night, July 22, 1934. Dillinger was be- 
trayed to FBI agents by "the woman in 
red'* and it is said that bullet holes from 
the gun battle in which the bank robber 
died can still be seen in a telephone pole 
in an alley near the theater. 


The slaying or capture of Dillinger and 


other depression area bank robbers, who 
eluded local police by escaping in fast 
cars across state lines, gave the FBI a 
worldwide reputation and led to anjjx- 
pansion of the agency's powers.

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The courtroom was virtually empty. 


From his seat at the front of the room 
U.S. Judge James Parsons looked down 
on two tables — divided into separate 
c a m p s . Attorneys representing the 
plaintiff sat at one table and attorneys 
representing the defendant sat at the oth- 
er. 


The suit was a poor crowd attraction. 


Only three persons, one a reporter, had 
come to watch the proceedings. 


The disinterest was due partly to the 


dryness of the issues — school finance 
and school organization. But the proceed- 
ings in that courtroom were the first step 
to an upcoming study and legislation that 
may completely transform what we 
know as school district organization in 
Illinois today. 


The wheels that were set in motion will 


probably go unnoticed until the public 
feels the crash of change. And then it 
may be too late to change direction. 


State aid is the question at hand, but in 


reality the suit challenges the entire 
state system of education. 


The Edward Rothchild family of the 


North Shore and High School Dist. 113 
filed the suit in the U.S. District Court on 
Dec. 1, 1971. The plaintiffs charge that 
the state aid formula is discriminatory 
and unconstitutional because it favors 
unit districts (combination of elementary 
and secondary grades) over dual dis- 
tricts (separation of elementary and sec- 
ondary grades). 


D U A L DISTRICT discrimination 


strikes a strong chord in this area — the 
heartland of Illinois dual systems. Dis- 
tricts 15, 25, 62, 207, 211 and 214 already 
have Joined the plaintiffs along with ap- 
proximately 380 other dual districts. 


Defendant State School Supt. Michael 


Bakatis is backed up by approximately 
100 unit districts including the city of 
Chicago. 


Aside from-the remote possibility of 


lower tax bills, state aid is indeed a pret- 
ty dull subject. But Judge Parsons will 
not let the suit rest with this question 
alone. 


If the judge simply called for increas- 
ing dual district aid, the state would 
have to find an additional $100 million. 
Lowering unit district aid to the dual; 
rate is vehemently opposed by unit dis-' 
trict officials. 


Changing the formula is a simplistic 


solution that doesn't do anything about 
the reasons why we have formula dis- 
parity in the first place. Unit districts 
are given more aid as an incentive for 
all districts to form kindergarten through 
grade 12 systems. It has been the philos- 
ophy of many'state officials that all dis- 
tricts should have the same organization 
and that the unit system is the prefer- 
able of the two. 


So Judge Parsons must not only con- 


sider the money issues but also what 
comprises good district organization. He 
has turned to a special study group 
charged with the responsibility of "devel- 
oping a definition of high quality educa- 
tion and determining which districts pro- 
duce the most efficient delivery of 'high 


quality services.!1 
:; 
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IN ORDER TO secure state approval, 


and state money for the study, the attor- 
neys oh both sides have designed a bill 
calling for a $100,000 appropriation for 
thestudy. 


the prospect of a long drawn out study 


still makes the suit sound dull. But if we 
consider what legislation the attorneys 
may propose after the study- is com- 
pleted, the suit takes on real signifi- 
cance..

NEW YORK - The time is the future. 


The world Is recovering from a terrible 
nuclear war. And amidst the rubble and 
ruin the survivors discover one more ul- 
timate horror: A significant portion of 
the male population has suffered radi- 
ation damage. Many are sterile. Most 
others altered enough to preclude pro- 
creation for fear of genetic mutations. 
So. Doomsday. 


The senario, admittedly, is farfetched. 


But it is one of the motivating factors 
behind a somewhat strange new business 
developing in the nation — the freezing 
and storage of human sperm for use 
months, years, even decades from now. 


Call it generations on ice. 
There are at present five commercial 


depositories in the nation where men can 
actually purchase - a kind of fertility; in- 
surance for themselves and the world. 
The depositories are known as sperm 
banks. Their function is to collect speci- 


mens of human sperm, freeze them and 
lock them in storage containers against 
the day the depositors may want to with- 
draw the savings and put them to work. 
What work? The work of making babies 
by the .process of artificial insemination. 


THE LARGEST.of America's sperm 


banks is IDANT Corporation. The name 
is Greek for a unit .of heredity. The bank 
.is five months old. It has 200 depositors. 


IDANT is located in a building fronting 


Manhattan's 5th Avenue. The elevator 
operator there eyes customers a little 
warily, but points the way to the base- 
ment. The basement? Oh, man. Yet 
there is nothing shabby about the corpo- 
ration. Quite the contrary. It is large and 
posh and hints of the future. The only 
thing old hat is a sign notifying the ac- 
ceptance of Master Charge accounts. 


Dr. Jerome Silbert is in command. He 


is 29. There are two medical diplomas 
hanging in his office. One regular and 
one for the science of cryobiology (freez-

He gives no response 
to gags about freeze-drying tomorrow. 
He says, solemnly, that sperm banks are 
just one more way in which "man can 
keep his options open." 


The options .are necessary, Dr. Silbert 


says, because of the changing world. 
Sterility these days has become both a 
fad and a threat. Population worriers are 
getting 750,000 vasectomies a year. 
Chemical ingestion is a still unknown 
gamble. Radiation has been known to es- 
cape from color television sets. And then 
there is nuclear war itself. 


"GENERALLY," says Dr. Silbert, 


"the type of customer we get here is a 
man who thinks ahead. He may not wor- 
ry about sterility today, but what about 
tomorrow? Nobody knows what's Agoing 
to happen tomorrow. Suppose the man 
has two children, and he gets a vasecto- 
my, then his children are killed In a car 
accident? Sometimes vasectomies can be 
reversed, sometimes not:xSo, if he has a 
sperm specimen deposited with us, his 
chances of fathering another family are 
that much better."

Note here. Dr. Silbert does not say that 


^ specimen deposits are a "guarantee" of 
"" fathering future families. There is no 


such assurance. Sperm freezing is a de- 
veloping science. So too, in fact, is arti- 
ficial insemination. "We know tint arti- 
ficial insemination works. There are vive 
million calves born each year by the pro- 
cess. There have been 300 to 500 human 
beings born the same way. We also know 
that some frozen sperm has been suc- 
cessfully used in artificial insemination." 
Other than that, scientists are stfll learn- 
ing. And the truth is that anybody who 
deposits sperm for freezing is doing so 
largely on plain hope.

Still, increasing numbers of people are 


so hoping and so depositing. The fee is 
small: $80 for the service, plus $18 a 
year storage. And the idea of having 
one's progenies in deep freeze is a kind 
of comforting security for some. 
' For whom? Athletes worried about 
contact sports. Bluebloods worried about 
genetic integrity. HI people about to un- 
dergo radiation treatment. All kinds. 


• * 


SO THEY come in. Mostly younger 


people. They are allowed the option of 
giving the sperm specimen at IDANT, in 
a private room (erotic literature is pro- 
vided), or collecting the, ejaculant at 
their leisure at hone. Most choose the 
latter. Either way,, they .must produce 
enough semen (usaally two or more ef- 
forts) to fill a few dozen ampules (tube 
containers) for testing and storage. 


The ejaculate is analyzed for potency, 


sperm count and volume. If it is accept- 
able (some semen is not) it is slowly fro- 
zen to 110 degrees vbelow zero, tested 
once again, then dropped to minus 321F. 
There it is labeled, recorded and stored 
in stainless steel vaults containing smok- 
ing liquid nitrogen. 


And that's it. Quick. Simple. Painless. 


Ah yes, let the damn bombs fall.

Biking? Use 


Rules Of Road 
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Spring's here — if we can believe 


the calendar — and with it are our 
non-polluting vehicles of pleasure, 
convenience and freedom, the bi- 
cycle. 


But, as your six-year-old son 


hops on his and heads toward 
school, or as you pedal out beyond 
the subdivisions in search of some 
peace and quiet, how well do you 
know bicycling's "rules of the 
road?" 


Here's a quick quiz. Answer 


"true" or "false/' the right an- 
swers are listed at the end of the 
editorial. 


1. Both a horn (or bell) and 


brake are required on bicycles. 


2. If you're riding a bicycle, you 


are always required to stop at stop 
signs. 


3* Bicycle riders don't need to 


stop for a school bus which has 
stopped to load or unload passen- 
gers. 


4. Parents cannot be held re- 


sponsible if their child violates a 
traffic law. 


5. Parents do not need to report 


a bicycle accident if there is an in- 
jury. 


iEven if you answered all ques- 


tions correctly, it might not hurt to 
obtain a copy of "Bicycle Rules of 
the Road," published by the Illinois 
Secretary of State's office. It's 
available at many local police sta- 
tions. 


Police .officials praise its value, 


not only in preventing traffic vio- 
lations but in preventing your son 
or daughter from getting hurt—or 
from hurting a pedestrian—in 
traffic. 


Many rules of bicycling, are, of 


course, little more than common 
sense. Rear-end reflectors, light 
clothing after dark and common 
courtesy — these are three easily- 
remembered but important rules 
for bicyclists to remember. 


• 


Hopping on that vehicle and tak- 


ing off — traveling wherever you 
want, as long as your legs hold up 
— gives you a sense of power and 
freedom. Streets that have been 
dull before become infused with 
new sights, new smells and new 
sounds. Ever ride a bike at 6 a.m.? 
It's a peaceful but bracing experi- 
ence. 


Bicycling, however, easily 'cre- 


ates a false sense of security, a 
feeling that the motorists will natu- 
rally get out of your way and that 
the stop sign down the street 
doesn't apply to you. "Bicycle 
Rules of the Road," however, can 
teach you that a bicyclist must 
obey the laws, just like an automo- 
bile driver.

Family cycling on a spring day 


is another pastime — and valuable 
for teaching your children about 
safety. Let them lead you around 
the neighborhood; point out to 
them which roads are safe and 
which are too hazardous for the 
young, inexperienced cyclist. (Per- 
haps your children can do the 
same for you, too.). 


Finally, buy a lock for your 


child's bicycle. It'll avoid - the 
heartbreak and tears of theft. Po- 
lice officials report that, once 
again this spring, bicycle theft is 
common — so don't give the "thief 
an easy target.

Harry Bridges hopes to merge the 
65,000 members of his Inter- 
n a t i o n a l Longshoreman's and 
Warehouseman's Union (ILWU). 
with the giant two-million-plus 
s t r o n g International Teamsters 
Union, and later with the East 
Coast's International Longshore- 
men's Assn. (ILA), 


"If we combine truckers, dock- 


ers and transportation workers," 
the magazine quotes him as say- 
ing,' "we would have the power to 
make a strike extremely dan- 
gerous for business. It wouldn't 


want to risk one." 


This would be fine and dandy if 


along with great power came great 
wisdom and statesmanship. Un- 
fortunately, as Lord Acton pointed 
out, what usually 
accompanies 


power is corruption, and the great- 
er the power the greater the cor- 
ruption. There is no evidence that 
labor leaders are different from 
other men in this regard. 


Actually, the worst thing that 


could happen to labor would be for 
a grandiose vision like Bridges' to 
come true.. The inevitable public 
reaction would bring those things 
labor fears most: the application of 
antitrust laws to unions, com- 
pulsory arbitration and abolition of 
the union shop. 


Yet one wonders. Despite the 


hardships they were* put to, the 
British public generally supported 
the striking miners. In fact, they 
jolly well relished th3 show. It was 
something like the camaraderie 
they felt back when Jerry swas 
blitzing London. 
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America has never been blitzed.

NEW YORK O7PI) - "This definitely 


is 'the Year of the Flea/ " said the 
young man with the bushy moustache 
and unsmiling eyes. "Because of an un- 
usual combination of temperature and 
humidity, there will be more fleas this 
year than any time in the last century." 


While that prospect might make most 


people shudder or Itch, it gave gut satis- 
faction to DeWitt Helm! the new presi- 
dent of Miller-Morton Co,, a subsidiary of 
'A. H. Robins, Inc., the big Richmond, 
Va. pharmaceutical firm. You could al- 
most hear Helm's mind clicking as he 
noted that dog fanciers spent about $54 
million on flea collars and tags in 1971. 
And his company took more than half 
that market through its Sergeant Pet 
Care department. 


Helm expects sales to boom this year 


because the long-range weather informa- 
tion he buys from Weather Trends/ Inc. 
predicts lots of humid days ahead. Fleas 
are more amorous in humid weather, so 
the reproduction rate is higher. 


"We watch weather closely. Flea col- 


lar sales rise when the barometer falls/' 


1 said Helm. 


EVEN WITHOUT humidity the sales 


curve should go up, according to Helm. 
The "humanization" of pets has made 
that field an ever expanding one. "Did 
you know," he asked, "that there are 
more licensed pets in the United States 
than children, that more money is spent 
on dog food than on baby food? 


"We fish where the fish are," said 


Helm. "We want to take a broad straddle 
and go after the mass market... the 32 
million dogs and 22 million cats in Amer- 
ican homes. We want the house dog, not

Housewives of the nation, arise You 


can cat 23 hours a week off the time you 
spend on housework, Just by putting your 
mind to it. 


That would seem to be the conclusion 


(a dangerous one, possibly) to be'drawn 
from a study of what happens to the 
housework when married women are 
gainfully employed. . 


What appears to happen is that the 


working wife finds she doesn't really 
have to spend all that time schlepping 
around the house with broom and dust- 
pan. About 40 per cent of the housework 
is. apparently, illusory or dispensable. * 


The study, by two women gainfully em- 


ployed in the Department of Labor — 
one an economist, the other a research 
analyst — sought some answers to how 
America's burgeoning number of work- 
ing wives handle family responsibilities. 
One survey cited in the study suggested 
that they handle the housework problem 
simply by doing less of it.

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bhe sharing of household tasks. Full-time 
housewives averaged 57 hours a week on 
household tasks. Working wives (em- 
ployed more than 30 hours a week) re- 
ported they spend an average 34 hours.a 
week on household tasks — 23 hours or 40 
per cent less time. 


And not because that much of the work 


had been shifted to the husbands, who 
"averaged about 1.6 hours a day on 
household jobs, whether or not their 
wives worked." Total time — paid work 
and "volunteer'* work — came to about 
the same for both husbands' and wives: 
63 hours a week for women, and 64 hours 
for men. 


Where did the missing housework go? 


Teenagers took up part of the slack — in 
those families that had teenagers. Where 
the mother was not employed, teenagers 
averaged 1,8 hours of housework a day. 
If the mother was' employed, teenagers 
put in 2.7 hours of housework. Not nearly 
enough to account for those missing 23 
hours a week. 


Are working wives 'that much more ef- 


ficient, or is some of the work simply left 
undone? The survey, unfortunately, "did 
not reveal whether the same 'output' of 
household work was accomplished .in the 
lesser time, or whether household tasks 
were truncated or given up,entirely," 
says the study, published in the depart- 
ments Monthly Labor Review. 


Other surveys and case studies pro- 


vided this picture of; the division of labor 
in families of husbands and working 
wives: 


"Wives did most of the inside work, 


while husbands did home maintenance 
and yard work. Husbands helped with 
marketing, record-keeping and child 
care." 


"WIVES WERE more likely than hus- 


bands to prepare dinner, shop fir gro- 
ceries and do the laundry, while hus- 
bands were more likely to do repairs and 
heavy yard work, and to empty garbage 
and trash. Cooking breakfast and wash- 
ing dishes were most often shared." But: 
• A Harris public opinion poll showed 
that "almost half the working women 
polled felt that men should do more re- 
pair work; more than one-third felt they 
should help more with child-care, clean- 
ing and shopping. About one-fourth of the. 
working women surveyed wanted men to 
help more with dishwashing." 


The solution, obviously; is for husbands 


of working wives to get busy and figure 
out how the women, cut their housework 
time by 40 per cent.,Then they can whiz 
through thier own chores in fewer hours, 
and have time left over to pitch,in and 
help with- the childcare, cleaning, shop- 
Dine and dlshwashinc.

To Conservative Order

(First of two parts.) 


Outside things haven't changed much 


over the years. 


The rambling, red-brick convent pre- 


sents a sturdy, traditional image to pass- 
ing motorists as it sits sheltered by trees 
set back from the busy thoroughfare. 


Inside the casual visitor would hardly 


detect any change. An aging sister in 
floor-length black habit unlocks the 
heavy front door and politely ushers the 
caller to a comfortable sitting room 
where the silence is disturbed only by 
noises from the outside world. 


Down the hall In the ornate, golden 


chapel sit one or two sisters engrossed in 
their wordless prayer, running beads 
through their fingers or quietly turning 
the pages of small black books. 


THE STILLNESS is broken by the 


sound of striding feet and a young, smil- 
ing sister stands in the doorway dressed 
in the modified short habit and veil worn 
by the majority of religious. She is eager 
to tell about the conservative but contin- 
uing changes that have taken place in 
her order. Changes only those inside the 
secure convent walls can fully under- 
stand. 


"Religious life before tended to be an 


isolation from the world. Now we are 
people of the church reaching out to 
people," said Sister Carol Marie, assist- 
ant director of novices and vocation di- 
rector of Sacred Heart Province, Sisters 
of the Holy Family of Nazareth, Des 
Flaines. 


"New fields have opened up and the 


religious are going out to people more. 
We're taking more of a part in parish 
work and in the schools. 


"THERE IS MORE stress on, 'I am a 


person, an individual, a woman putting 
herself in a religious life1," she said. 


Sister Carol Marie's job is to go to ele- 


mentary schools and interest 6th grade 
girls in the order's new home aspirancy 
program and to interest high school girls 
in becoming affiliated with the order. 


Before last year girls could affiliate 


with the convent right after they gradu- 
ated; from 8th'grade. They lived in a 


in them — their whole personality begins 
changing towards the religious life," Sis- 
ter Carol Marie said. 


If, after high school graduation, the as-, 


pirant chooses the religious vocation, she 
becomes a postulant and moves into the 
Province House. A year later she be- 
comes a novice and spends the next two 
years studying the spiritual life, the con- 
stitution of the order and attending 
classes at DeLourdes College in Des 
Plaines, run by the sisters. 


At the end of the second year the nov- 


ice takes the first of three temporary 
vows and becomes a scholastic. Once she 
has made the three one-year vows she 
can ask for permission from the commu- 
nity to take her final vows, make aiinal 
commitment and become a senior or fi- 
nal professed sister. 


"IT IS psychologically and emotionally 


better to have girls enter the convent af- 
ter they have completed high school or 
work or college," Sister Carol Marie 
said. "There are now many lifestyles to 
choose from. The older woman knows 
what life is, she makes a more mature 
decision to enter the religious life." 


There are no postulants with the Prov- 


ence House now and only three novices. 
The three are 30,29 and 19 years of age. 


"The older (women) have a harder 


time adjusting. They -tend to ask why 
a lot but are willing to accept more chal- 
lenges once they know why," she said. 


Once in the convent the future nun 


leads a full day; There are morning 
m ass, prayers, meditation, college 
classes, meals, spiritual classes, one or 
two hours of free time for recreation, 
television or hobbies and homework. 
There is no time for idle hands or idle 
minds; there is always something to 
learn, something to do, someone to talk 
to,, some part of one's self to know more 
about. 


THE NUMBERS who have entered

Re-cycling Yourself 


by KAY MARSH 


What's good for you — physically, fis- 


cally and psychologically — and also 
good for the environment' 
l 


The answer, of course, is bicycle rid- 


ing. And more and more of us, especially 
the adults, are re-cycling ourselves these 
days. 


National Bikecology Week this year is 


May 1-7 and seeks to promote the theme 
of ecology through bicycling. Our local 
college chapter of Friends for Bikecology 
is currently pushing for a nine-week 
physical education course in bicycling. 
The group also plans to (1) work from 
aerial photographs to determine the best 
routes for bicycle trails on campus; (b) 
otter a bicycle safety program for grade 
school children, which will include a bi- 
cycle safety check and the distribution of 
safety coloring books, and (c) sponsor a 
"cyeletron," a type of bicycle marathon 
to raise money for ecology. 


FRIENDS FOR BIKECOLOGY cites 


numerous ways in which bicycling helps 
ecology. Bicycles, its members point out, 
don't pollute Bicycle trails are narrow 
and planned in a design with nature. The 
bicycle is flexible and can be maneu- 
vered so that practically no harm is done 
to the landscape and ecological commu- 
nities. Enthusiasts also point out the 


healthful aspects of regular bike riding, 
as well as the absence of parking prob- 
lems. Cycling, they find, offers con- 
venient, cheap transportation. 


Whatever the reason, Bikecology Over- 


view, published by Friends for Bikecolo- 
gy, reports that bicycbng has reached an 
all-time high in popularity. Some 8.5 mil- 
lion bikes were sold last year, and in- 
dustry officials predict sales of more 
than 10 million bikes this year. Bicycle 
sales may exceed auto sales in 1972. The 
current bike boom, moreover, has been 
heaviest in adult models, which are gen- 
erally more expensive 


And what about costs7 Today's most 


popular bikes are the 5-and 10-speed 
cycles, which can easily run from around 
$100 to more than $200. A major mail 
order house offers an adult 3-speed light- 
weight bike for $49.95. There are also 
folding models, tandem bikes, unicycles 
and even three-wheelers sized for adults. 


ACCESSORIES CAN EQUAL your in- 


itial investment You'll probably spend 
at least $1 (and maybe up to $25) on 
some kind of lock and chain. You'll also 
need a good headlight and perhaps, too, 
a spare inner tube and patching kit plus 
a tire pump and small tool kit to make 
emergency road repairs. You may want 
to buy a bike carrier, to mount on your 


car's roof or rear bumper You can even 
treat yourself to an old-fashioned bicycle 
clip to keep your pants leg out of the 
chain (though youngsters say a clothes- 
pin or big rubber band works just as 
well). You may also need a baby carrier, 
available to mount front or rear. (How- 
ever, experienced cyclists suggest that a 
back-pack arrangement, similar to a pa- 
poose frame, is more satisfactory if, your 
youngster is less than about 18 months 
old) 


More exotic gear sells well, top, ac- 


cording to a recent Wall Street Journal 
report. You can, for instance, spend $25 
to $50 on cycling shoes, $8 on chamois- 
lined gloves and $25 on chamois-lined 
pants You can even buy dog repellent in 
an aerosol can to clip to your handlebars 
and battery-powered lights that strap on 
your arms and legs to make you more 
visible to motorists when you ride at 
night 


ROLL YOUR OWN. But even without 


such deluxe equipment, a family bike 
hike is one of the greatest ways to cele- 
brate May. Experienced 
"spokesmen" 


suggest that you pick a destination no 
more than 10 miles away. Perhaps you 
can use biking trails or special bicycle 
routes (such as Wisconsin's 320-mile 
state-wide trail from Kenosha to La- 
Crosse. If not, stick to back roads. Al- 
ways keep to the right and travel single 
file — parents in front and rear, children 
in the middle. Plan for frequent breaks 
and a leisurely picnic lunch. Chances 
are, you'll want to try another longer 
family bike hike soon. Then you, too, will 
be sold on Bikecology — for ecology, 
economy, and just plain old-fashioned 
fun

lost my first and only granddaughter. It 
was a dreadful experience.

The doctor told us this was a crib death. 
Could you please write something. It has 
worried me ever since she died as to 
what could cause this. It is such a shock 
when a baby is fat and healthy and only 
two months old to die suddenly. 


Dear Reader — Yes, it is always a ter- 


rible shock and disappointment. Fortu- 
nately, the condition is rare Several dif- 
ferent theories concerning this problem 
have been studied. Once it was attributed 
to an enlarged thymus gland, the gland 
lying over the heart which Is ex- 
ceptionally large in children and dimin- 
ishes in size with age. The exact .way it 


Administrators Back 
State School Board 


The Illinois Assiciation of School Ad- 


ministrators has officially taken a posi- 
tion urging the Illinois General Assembly 
to enact legislation creating a state 
board of education. The new state con- 
stitution provides for a state board, but it 
is the responsibility of the legislature to 
pass the needed law. 


The position of the Illinois Association 


of School Administrators, as stated by a 
special committee including superintend- 
ents Kenneth Gill, of Wheeling Dist. 21 
and Donald Strong, of Arlington Heights 
Cist. 25, recommended that the board be 
composed of 13 members initially ap- 
pointed by the governor with the aid of a 
regional selection committee. Thereafter 
the boarl would be selected by a com- 
bination of six appointed by the governor 
and seven elected from state judicial dis- 
tricts. 


The members of the state board of 


education would serve without salary If 
enacted into law in 1972, the board would 
begin in January, 1973, in an advisory 
capacity and would assume all functions 
in 1975, when the term of the present 
state superintendent of public instruction 
expires. Passage of the legislation now 
would avoid last minute legislation and 
implementation in 1974, say the adminis- 
trators.

It certainly does 
deserve a lot more study. 


I want to emphasize emphatically that 


such a death cannot be prevented by the 
parents and has no bearing on any 
known aspect of parental care. Parents 
suffer needless anguish after this type of 


mysterious event, thinking if only they 
had done this or hadn't done that. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 78 years old 


and I am in good health, but I have been 
bothered with a hernia for the last three 
months. I am wondering if I am too old 
to have surgery. 


Dear Reader — There isn't such a 


thing as being too oil to have surgery if 
it is indicated. Of course, each case has 
to be evaluated on an Individual basis 
regardless of whether the patient is a 
newborn or more than 100 years old. In 
general, people we consider very old can 
tolerate minor surgery reasonably well, 
and some can tolerate, major surgery. It 
is amazing what can be accomplished to- 
day with the modern advances in sur- 
gery and medical support.

Still Some Limitations For 6Under-21s* 


Illinois has made a number of changes 


in its law that enhance the legal status of 
18-year-olds, but there remain some im- 
portant prohibitions affecting persons un- 
der 21, according to the Illinois State Bar 
Association. 
• • 


By amending the law to permit IB- 


year-olds to vote in all state and local 
elections, Illinois 'has followed the lead of 
C o n g r e s s , which approved a Con- 
stitutional amendment lowering voting 
age from 21 to 18 for presidential and 
congressional elections. 


Beyond that, recent changes in Illinois 


law provide that the 18-year-old man, 
like the 18-year-old woman, shall be con- 
sidered of "legal age" as this applies to 
the right to hold property, execute con- 
tracts and to remove himself from the 
parental home and control if he chooses 
to do so. The 18-year-old woman has had 
these rights for some time under Illinois 
law.

At the same time, Illinois lawmakers 


have left unchanged -the old restrictions 
affecting marriage by a man under 21 


: and the sale of alcoholic beverages or 
the issuance of a driver's license. 


Thus, even though a woman may mar- 


. ry at age 18 without parental consent,,a 


man still must wait until he is 21 — al- 
though he may marry with parental con- 
sent at age 18. 


ANY PERSON - male or female — 


who buys an alcoholic beverage in Illi- 
nois must be at least 21 years of age on 
penalty of a $50 fine, or jail term of 10 
days to one year or both; And any driv- 
er's license application from an unmar- 
ried person under 21' must .be; accom- 
panied by the signed .consent of a parent. 
Moreover, withdrawal of consent means

The ISBA says some confusion has ari- 


sen because of an amendment to the Illi- 
nois Probate Act reducing- legal age of 


men from 21 to 18 to be equal with that 
of women "for all purposes.,. ." Essen- 
tially, the ISBA says, the change means 
"for all purposes" of the Probate Act 
And even in that respect'there is, an ex- 
ception, since the 18-year-old remains a 
minor as to gifts of cash, securities or 
insurance proceels made to him under 
the Uniform Gifts to Minors Act. 


The Probate amendment is not a blan- 


ket bestowal of all majority rights upon 
18-yea'r-olds''as some people'have be- 


lieved, the ISBA says.

Finally, in the case of a divorce, the 


parent who is required •• to make pay- 
ments for the support of a boy will find 
that this obligation may now be termi- 
nated at age 18, unless the child is con-.

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Somebody Out There Must Like Guvnah George Wallace

WITH WALLACE CAMPAIGN - They 


call it hlppodromin' down where George 
Wallace comes from, but folks up North 
they not seen anything like it since the 
county fair. 


Bunting on the auditorium balconies. A 


spangled and twangly five-piece band 
heatin' up the folks with "Y'all Come" 
and "Wabash Cannonball" and Billy 
Grammer of the Grand Ote Opry and 
Grandpa Jones of Hee Haw. The presi- 
dent of the Hard Hats of America on 
stage wearing an incongruous suit with 
his tilty hard hat. All 'em there to put in 
their two-cents worth for the candidate. 


This is a major part of the rallies for 


the presidential hopeful, "the honorable 
George Corley Wallace Jr., Guvnuh of 
Al'bama," as m.c. George Mangum, the 
burly, silvery-haired Baptist pastor from 
Selma, shouts, clapping and flapping his 
loose hands over his head like a seal. 


Eater the sedately dressed but feisty 


Guvnuh, carrying a notebook and a 
cause, short and bushy-browed, striding 
straight into the applause and stage 
lights bent on action, looking like Jimmy 
Cagney. 


AND HE GIVES 'em all hell, all them 


pointy-headed pseudo-liberals who are 
teaching treason in the schools, all them 
social schemers in Washington who give 
our money away as fast as a mule eatin* 
briars, all them welfare chislers who 
take it, and all them "faceless and 
nameless" bureaucrats who walk in and 
out of big build'ns like ants and carry 
nothin' in their satchels but peanut-but- 
ter sandwiches. 


Somebody must like all this, and liking 


it more than ever. George Wallace swept 
the Florida Democratic primary by car- 
rying 42 per cent of the vote, and he was 
second in Wisconsin — a long way from 
home, geographically at least — behind 
Sen. McGovern but ahead of the favorite, 
Sen. Humphrey. And he was strong in 


the Pennsylvania and Massachusetts pri- 
maries. 


Wen, why not? He tells us also that our 


taxes should be lower, that we should 
watch out for the Russians and the Chi- 
nese and that our streets should be safe 
and our kids oughta be able to walk to a 
school where we can keep an eye on 
them, and not have them bused into 
some dark jungle of a neighborhood. He 
doesn't say race, but race Is blatantly 
there. 


Of course, he appeals to our fears and 


our prejudices. He does not appeal to our 
hopes. And perhaps that's because all too 
often there seems little hope. Hardly a 
one of us is happy with our lot. If we 
aren't broke in the pocket from over- 
taxation, we're broke in the head from a 
mugger's club. Not all those folks ap- 
plauding him are wild-eyed reactionaries 
who see a Commie under every pink pet- 
al. 


•JOHN, the kindly,-blind masseur at 


the LaCrosse, Wis., YMCA: "Not that 
I'm a Wallace man, but he makes 
enough of a stink about when other politi- 
cians shoulda done long time ago. I think 
that's what we need now. A good rom- 
per-stomper." 


•Larry Smith, a Culbgan man, wear- 


big a Wallace button and an Intelligent 
look in his eyes: "I support hinCbut I 
sure as hell hope he doesn't make presi- 
dent. I want him to shake up the people 
in Washington. He's saying what a lot of 
us want to hear, even though we know 
he's oversimplifying things. One thing 
though, people have stopped taking him 
for a fool." 
. «A judge in Nashville, after hearing 
Wallace address a joint session of the 
state legislature, tells a reporter: "Just 
what we wanted to hear. He can tell it 
just fahn." 


•A black woman named Janet, a stu- 


dent at the University of Wisconsin: "He 
says a lot of things that are true. And if I 
just listen to him and didn't know his 


history, I'd probably be for him." 


Many, like Janet, know his history. He 


burst on the national scene in 1963 when 
he stood in the doorway of a University 
of Alabama building and refused, very 
temporarily, to allow his school to be in- 
tegrated. Hippodromin' of the highest 
and most demagogic political degree. 


They know that after he lost in 1958, in 


his first try for governor, that he said it 
would be the last time that he would al- 
low an opponent to "out-nigger me." And 
in his 2962 inaugural speech, said "Segre- 
gation now. Segregation tomorrow. Seg- 
regation forever." 


He has been supported by the Ku Klux 


Klan and the notorious White Citizens' 
Councils and by Gerald L. K. Smith, 
famed anti-Negro and anti-Semite, and 
has been denounced in the Alabama Sen- 
ate as "a Hitler." 


They also know thatVhat he says he 


wants for the country isn't all that he has 
even got for his own state (and he has 
been governor in fact since 1963 — with 
four years in the not-so-behind-the-scene 
when he ran his late wife, Lurleen, in his 
place because of the no-succession rule 
in Alabama). 


"He talks about education," says a 


high school social science teacher from 
Coon Rapids, Minn., who came to Wis- 
consin to hear Wallace speak. "But his 
state has one of the worst educational 
systems in the country, second only to 
Arkansas, according to the National Edu- 
cation Association.

And those who look into his history 


know that, though Wallace rails against 
the influence of "big government" in our 
lives, he has twisted arms in his home 
state. He cut off liquor advertising from 
papers critical of him (the Alabama 
whisky business is state-run). He has 
tried to browbeat educators into cutting 
off salaries if 63 per cent or more of stu- 
dents skip school — i.e., for purposes of 
protesting anl marching. 


And in the week before the Wisconsin 


primary, W. Guerry Pruett resigned as 
Alabama's highway director and said he 
didn't want to serve Gov. Wallace in any 
way because, it was reported, Pruett 
was d i s e n c h a n t e d by emphatic 
"requests" to contribute to Wallace's 
presidential campaign fund. 


And so when he comes off a plane, two 


bearded students hold signs saying, "We 
want a president, not a dictator." Anoth- 
er wears a face covered with black cor- 
king. 


Wallace has encountered his share of 


hecklers. He is undaunted. (Why, in Flor- 
ida when he refused to debate John 
Lindsay, the mayor's supporters tossed a 


chicken in Wallace's path. Wallace,, the 
unperturbed and consummate politician, 
bent and shook the leg of the chicken, to 
approving cackles from his own suppor- 
ters.) 


But now, at the airport, after answer- 


ing the greeting reporters, he looks to 
the sign carriers for the first and only 
time and puts his fingers to his lips, as 
if to say, "Kiss it!"

THE GUY IN THE boat had done the 


right thing ... and so had a dozen or so 
along the shoreline ... they had taken a 
kid fishing. 


Often, taking a kid fishing is merely an 


excuse some anglers think they need in 
order to justify going panfishing on pur- 
pose. And why there is any kind of 
stigma attached to swimming a worm in 
search of crappies, perch and bluegills is 
beyond me. But there is ... and there 
shouldn't be. 


Probably part of the reason for the 


snickers directed toward the bobber fish- 
erman is based on the fact that he hasn't 
spent a lot of money for his outfit, he 
isn't working very hard and he isn't tak- 
ing "tackle busters." And the guy doing 
the chuckling has spent a lot of money 
for his outfit, he is casting and working 
and changing lures... and he isn't tak- 
ing any "tackle busters" either. 


In both cases, however, the fisherman 


is probably to blame if he isn't catching 
fish. (How is it a golfer can have a bad 
day and blame himself ... but put the 
same guy on the water and his lack of 
experience or practice becomes the fault 
of "the elements"?) 


Nonetheless, panflshcrmcn too often 


believe that they are indulging in the 
simplest of all sports. . .and that It is 
humanly impossible to do anything 
wrong. 


Penalize yourself, if you must, but if 


you're going to take a .kid fishing, be 
careful... do it correctly. For example: 


Go panfishing with panfishing equip- 


ment. Use line and hooks and other ac- 
cessories that are made for panfish. A 
Lake Michigan shed bobber, for in- 
stance, is like a signal flag to even the 
dumbest bluegill. Leave it home. Here 
are some other do's and don'ts that 
make fishing for the midwest's bread 
and butter fish a lot more productive: 


1. Most important of all, sinkers or 


split shot have only one function — to 
counterbalance your bobber so that the 
slightest nibble carries it below the sur- 
face. Rremember, your bobber should 
just barely hang at the surface! 


2. Never put the split shot or sinker 


near the book. The bait should drift down 


• in the water naturally, not bang like a 


dead weight. Keeping the split shot up 
near the bobber will also keep fish from 
nibbling at that instead of the baited 
hook. 


3. Don't believe that old malarky about 


"the bigger the hook the bigger the 
fish." It's wrong! A long-»hanked, light, 
thlnwlre 8 or 10 hook gives jour bait bet- 
ter action and damages it less, so it lasts 
longer and Is more lively. Fish usually 
inhale a bait without realizing the hook is

Buy a box of the size 
yiu want and remember ... thin wire! 


4. The lighter the line, the more strikes 


you'll have. You may not land every fish 
that strikes, but think of the fun of 
bragging about the one that got away. 


5. Don't use a cable or wire leader un- 


less you're fishing for muskies. (I don't 
even use one then, but some do.) Don't 
attach a hook to your line with a clip. 
Always tie your hook directly to the line. 
Leaders and snaps chase fish. 


6. The largest bluegills and crappies 


are the smartest. They are the ones that 
nibble ever-so-lightly. The little ones stu- 
pidly suck up a bait without hesitation. 
So go back to Rule 1. 


7. A small, thin hook should not be bur- 


ied, or "hidden" in the bait. The more 
lightly a bait is hooked, the better, and 
the more fish it attracts. 


8. The clearer the water, the lighter 


the line you should use. Panfishermen 
should never use anything heavier than 4 
pound line . . . and 2 pound Is better, 
particularly in clear water. 


9. Move around. If you're fishing a 


lake or river or mill pond, it makes no 
difference, don't waste time at a spot 
where you're not catching fish . .. even 
if you or your Uncle John filled a bushel 
basket there last week. Many times too, 
the first fish you catch at a new spot is a 
big bluegill or crappie. That fish is often 
followed by a succession of increasingly 
smaller fish. When the fish start to get 
too small, you have to move again, be- 
cause the "biggies" aren't there. If they 
were the little ones wouldn't be able to 
get at your bait. 


Nite crawlers or angleworms are ex- 


cellent panfish baits for most of the year 
(although right now a minnow would be 
a little better for crappies). For big pan- 
fish, bluegills, perch or crappies, cut the 
site crawler in half and run your hook 
into the broken end. If you're using an 
angleworm, hook it lightly, once, through 
the middle so both ends will wiggle. 


Don't hook a nite crawler through the 


collar, if doesn't look natural. Hook him 
just once through the tip of the heavy 
end. 


Your equipment should include light or 


ultra-light equipment, 4 pound monofila- 
ment, a few small split shot, a small bob- 
ber, about the size of a nickel, and that 
thin hook tied directly to the Ike. 


And don't fool around with any "wait 


and set" theories when you're bobber 
fishing. When the bobber disappears, set 
the hook and start enjoying your day.

The first man on the moon, former as- 


tronaut Neil Armstrong, will be the fea- 
tured guest this evening at the annual 
spring benefit dinner of the Alexian Asso- 
ciates, a group of community leaders 
supporting the health care programs of 
the Alexian Brothers Medical Center in 
Elk Grove Village. 


Armstrong will discuss "Change in the 


Space Age" at the dinner, to be held at 
the Itasca Country Club in Itasca.

professor of engineering at the Univer-

has charged Honeywell Inc. management 
with using illegal advertisements in seek- 
ing temporary employes at the Arlington 
Heights plant. 


The union, which has been on strike for 


nine weeks at the plant, 1500 Dundee 
Rd., alleges advertisements were placed 
in local newspapers without indicating 
the union was on strike. Union Atty. Ir- 
ving Meyers said yesterday that failure 


to reveal the strike is in violation of state 
statutes. 


Management and union officials will 


attend a hearing on the matter this 
morning at the office of Cook County 
State's Atty. Edward V. Hanrahan in 
Chicago. 


"We want to stop the violation," Mey- 


ers said, adding that conviction of the 
alleged offense carries a $100 to $300 fine 
for each advertisement. 


While the hearing is held, in Chicago, 


another attempt will be made by federal 
mediators to resolve the strike at a con- 
ciliation session. 


HOWEVER, UNION officials said yes- 


terday that chances for settlement are 
dim, unless the present deadlock1 is bro- 
ken. "We're just as far apart as when we 
started," said Don Cameron, chief union 
steward.

Homeowners Want Teeth' 
In Condominium Bill

The condominium truth-in-selling bill 


will not die in committee, or be passed 
into law without any teeth, if two officers 
of the Barringlon Square Homeowners 
Association have anything to say about 
it. 


The two, Robin Berglund and Jay 


O'Toole, have offered to "speak their 
piece" in favor of a strong bill in testi- 
mony in Springfield. They also are will- 
ing to try to mobilize other condominium 
owners and owners associations to work 
in support of the bill, if need be. 


The bill, now pending in the Illinois 


House of Representatives Judiciary Com- 
mittee, has been offered an amendment 
by the Illinois Home Builders Associ- 
ation. The association's lobbyist in 
Springfield, Jerry Campbell, has agreed 
the amendment he proposed could kill 
the effectiveness of the bill which grew 
from complaints by condominium pur- 
chasers in Hoffman Estates. 


RICHARD REGAN, Hoffman Estates 


Plan Commission chairman, worked with 
Rep. David Regner, R-Mount Prospect, 
in drafting the bill after receiving nu- 
merous complaints in his plan commis- 
sion capacity. 


The bill, if passed as originally pro- 


posed, would require condominium sell- 
ers to disclose full information about ex- 
penses, responsibilities and privileges 
connected with condominium ownership 
before closing a sale. The sellers would 
have to present the information in writ- 
ing to prospective buyers. 


The home builders amendment, in- 


troduced in the committee by Rep. Brad- 
ley Glass, R-lst, would add a clause that 
in effect .would mean the sellers could 
list areas in which they would not make 
disclosure, 
thereby exempting them- 


selves from the bill's provisions. 


Berglund and O'Toole approached Re- 


gan last week, after reading about the 
proposed amendment, and offered to tes- 


tify in favor of the bill as originally pro- 
posed.1 


"THE WAY WE LEFT it with Dick 


(Regan) was if he wanted us to come 
along and testify at any time, we would 
do this," said Berglund. 


Berglund said-he and O'Toole made the 


offer because "some of our members 
have bought houses assuming something 
would be true, and later found out it 
wasn't. 


But Berglund emphasized there was 


"no deliberate misrepresentation on the 
part of Kaufman and Broad (builder of 
the development). They take great pains 
to make sure their houses are sold on the 
up and up," said Berglund. 


The problem stems from salesmen who 


"have gone overboard" to make sales to 
earn commissions in some situations, 
Berglund said. "There have been some 
very deliberate misrepresentations on 
the part of the salesmen. Many salesmen 
are largely transient, and just have no 
allegiance to the company or what it's 
trying to do." 


They are just out to make a buck he 


said, adding his comment applies to 
"maybe 25 per cent of them." 


BERGLUND SAID HE was speaking 


as a member of the" executive board of 
the association, a position he and O'Toole 
both hold. If they testify, it will be as 
homeowners association board members, 
supporting their stand, said Berglund. 


"I would be speaking as a board mem- 


ber representing what I think my con- 
stituency would think," said Berglund. 
And while the board includes five com- 
pany officials and only two purchasers, 
he thinks the entire group would back 
him. 


Berglund also said he would willingly 


contact other condominium homeowners 
group to enlist their support as well. 


"I'm willing to do whatever he (Regan) 


thinks needs to be done. I think he's on 
the right track."

The Elk Grove Park District Board 


passed a $658,200 appropriations ordi- 
nance for the coming fiscal year, at a 
special meeting following a public hear- 
ing Monday night.

Valenza said will cost the village more 
than 1800,000 would serve the southwest 
area of the village currently being devel- 


oped, with new multi-family apartment, 
townhouse and condominium projects.

The board directed Village Mgr. 


George Passolt and Public Works. Direc- 
tor Larry Oppenheimer to draw up pre- 
liminary specifications for the new well 
and to get estimated construction cost 
figures. 


THE WORK ON the Wheeling drainage 


ditch, which will be partially paid for by 
the state, will include the area from the 
north end of Heritage Park south to 
where the ditch passes under Wolf Road, 


Wo Cost9 For Sewer Work 


Sewer and water mains will eventually 


be provided to the entire West Strong 
Street area without cost to any individual 
homeowner, Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon 
pledged at a village board meeting Mon- 
day. 


Scanlon made his comments after 


members' of the audience laughed at the 
village plan to pay for water mains in an 
industrial area. Board members were 
Quick to point out that the village will get 
its money back from the future devel- 
oper of the land between Seton Court and 
Elmhurst Road. 


Seton Court is located on the north side 


of Hintz Road just west of Ekco Pond. 


Referring to the residents he said were 


"laughing in mockery," Scanlon said the 
water main connection near Seton Court 
was "relevant to the Strong Street area." 
Lots on Strong Street were recently re- 
zoned so 47 six-flat apartment buildings 
can be built among the single-family 
homes currently in the area. 


"From the start it has been the feeling 


of this board that no matter what hap- 
pened no person would ever have to pay 
one dime for sewer or water,1' Scanlon 
said. 


" W H O E V E R DEVELOPS in that 


area" will be required to carry on exist- 
ing water and sewer lines, Scanlon said. 
. "It was agreed the board would find 
some way to bring in the utilities without 
assessments or cost to the individual," 
he said. 


He said the village wanted to provide 


service to the area, but that its prime 
interest was bringing the water and sew- 
er through the area to loop the mains. 


Board members said at an earlier 


meeting that when ..property north of 
Mayer Avenue is developed all of the 
residents will then have water and sewer 
lines running past their homes. 


"The individuals who nod their heads 


and make mockery of the board are jum- 
ping the gun," Scanlon said. 


"I think you'll find you will come out a 


winner and not a loser,",he said. 


Didn't Buy Car Sticker? 
New Law Will 'Stick' You 


A new law designed to foil people who 


try to avoid purchasing vehicle stickers 
was approved by the Wheeling Village 
Board this week. 


The new ordinance, which will go into 


effect May 14, will make it impossible 
for a person to pay a ticket for not hav- 
ing a sticker without first purchasing the 
sticker.

Under the existing law, a violator can 


merely pay a $2 fine and not be forced to 
purchase the sticker until he is ticketed 
by police a second time. 


The new law does not change the cur- 


rent yearly vehicle sticker fees, which 
are $6 for motorcycles, $8 for cars and 
from $10 to $20 for trucks. 


The law does make provision for a per- 


' son to transfer the sticker he buys from 
one car to another by paying a $1 fee or 
to transfer the ownership of the sticker 
when he sells the car by paying a $1 fee. 


UNDER THE new ordinance, if you 


are stopped for not having a sticker you 
will have to pay a $5 ticket, the $8 cost of 
a sticker, and $5 late, charge for not buy- 
ing the sticker before Feb. 15. 


There are provision* that give new 


residents 30 days after moving to the vil- 
lage to buy a sticker and give new car 
' owners three working days after pur- 
chasing a car to get,a sticker. 


A resident buying a sticker after June 


30 pays only half-price for the sticker. 


The board directed Passolt to have 


Harza Engineering, the village's con- 
sulting engineer on flood control,, draw 
up preliminary sketches for the work on 
the ditch. 


Trustee William Hein, who heads the 


board's sewer, water and public health 
committee, said that the village already 
has the easements for that portion of the 
ditch widening. 


The village eventually hopes to work 


on improving the ditch all the way to the 
Des Plaines River, but does not have 
easements for some of the area outside 
of the village limits. 
. In addition to sketches, the board 
asked for cost estimates on the ditch 
work. 


VILLAGE PRES. Ted. C. Scanlon 


'questioned Passolt about why the work 
wasn't starting at Dundee Road instead 
of in northern Heritage Park. 


Scanlon explained that he was afraid if 


the work did not extend to the bridge 
outlet on the south side of Dundee Road 
the area adjacent to St. Joseph the Work- 
er School would still flood. 


The Wheeling Athletic Association 


recently built five new baseball dia- 
monds on property next to the school. 


Passolt told Scanlon the major prob- 


lem area was from northern Heritage 
Park south to the river. He pointed out 
that funds for the work are limited. 


SCANLON THEN agreed to yield to an 


earlier motion asking for the-work to be- 
gin at northern' Heritage ParTc, but asked 
to have Harza check on the .possibility of 
starting at the south side of Dundee 
Road. 


Board members were critical of Harza 


because of problems the village has had 
with completed work on the flood 'control 
program. But they noted the village 
would lose between 90 and 120 days in 
c h a n g i n g engineers. "We have no 
choice," Scanlon said. 


The third project would include laying 


1,200 feet of water main from Seton 
Court west to Elmhurst Road. 


The new main will provide a loop and 


connect water supplies from two existing 
village wells. 


Valenza pointed out that the loop will 


mean a dual1 source of water for several 
areas of the village.

He said that whoever develops the 


property in the future will be required to 
pay the cost of the water main in a re- 
capture arrangement. 
' 


The board told Passolt to have prelimi- 


nary work done on the water main proj- 
ect.

OgUvie Rejects 1-90 Cloverleaf 


Construction of a full cloverleaf inter- 


change at Interstate 90 and Biesterfield 
Road, as urged by the Elk Grove Village 
Board of Trustees, would not "appear to 
be in the best interest of the motoring 
public," according to Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie. 


Ogilvie made the statement in a letter 


to Elk Grove Village Clerk Richard 
McGrenera, in response to a letter stat- 
ing the village's opinion that such an in- 
terchange be constructed. 


In his letter, Ogilvie noted that the Illi- 


nois Department of Transportation has 
no plans for an interchange. 


". . . It is my understanding the spac- 


ing between the proposed interchange at 
Thorndale Road arid the facility you have 
requested for Biesterfield Road is not 
sufficient to permit proper signing of 
both interchanges," Ogilvie wrote. "This 
would create unwarranted congestion on 
the major traffic lanes." 


OGILVIE ALSO wrote that another in- 


terchange would create unsafe conditions 
on the interstate highway, the remainder 
of which is scheduled to be opened by 
September. 


"With the safety factor in mind, it 


would not appear to be in the best inter- 
est of the motoring public to provide an 
interchange at Biesterfield Road which 
would essentially serve traffic of a local 
nature." 


Village Pres. Charles Zettek said he 


was planning,to direct a letter back to 
Ogilvie, pointing out the reasons the vil- 
lage believes the interchange is needed. 


Ogilvie's letter confirmed statements 


made in March by an Illinois Highway 
Department official casting doubt on the 
chances for such an interchange. The of- 
ficial, Henry Yamanaka of the planning 
division of the department, said there 
were no plans for such an interchange, 


which would put the number of inter- 
changes on the highway over the limit 
recommended by the federal govern- 
ment. 


Elk Grove Village officials approved a 


resolution in March urging county, state 
and federal governments and highway 
agencies to construct the interchange. 
The village based its recommendation on 
a report compiled by Edwin Thomas, a 
University of Illinois professor. 


Thomas urged construction of the in- 


terchange "to ameliorate or eliminate 
problems stemming from the devel- 
opment of the Ned Brown Forest Pre- 
serve."

Appearance Commission 


Buffalo Grove now has an appearance 


commission, but It won't be meeting for 
a while — there aren't any members yet. 


The village board approved an ordi- 


nance establishing the commission Mon- 
day night, and now is seeking volunteers 
for the five available positions. 


Once the members are organized, the 


commission's first goal, as set forth in 
the ordinance, is to write an appearance 
code. The commission will have six 
months to develop the code for approval 
by the village board. 


Members of the commission must be 


residents of the village. The board hopes 
to include registered architects, land- 
scape architects, real estate appraisers 
or land planners on the commission, as 
well as an owner or officer of a local 
firm or business. 


Ron Helm's, a landscape architect, has 


assisted the board in background for es- 
tablishment of the commission, and win 
likely be one of the first appointees. Oth- 
er qualified persons who would like to 
serve on the board may submit their 
names by phoning Helms, 537-4766, or 
Trustee Charles Vogt, 537-4948. 


Terms will be for theee years except 


for the first appointments, which will be 
two one-year terms, two two-year terms 
and one for three years. 


The purpose of the commission is to 


"protect and to stabilize the general ap- 
pearance of buildings, structures, land- 
scaping and open areas in the multiple 
dwelling, business, commercial, planned 
development, new subdivision, and public 
lands and industrial zoning districts of 
the village." 


THE CODE WILL BE designed so a 


builder may submit his own plan for ap- 
proval by'the commission. If the plan, 
including, landscaping, is acceptable, the 
builder or owner will receive a "certifi- 
cate of appropriateness." 


The village board will have final ap- 


proval on all plans, as they do for the 
plan commission, so a builder will have 
recourse should he choopse to dispute-the 
appearance commission's decision. 


The ordinance states that the code 


should "encourage and promote accept- 
ability, attractiveness and compatibility 
of new buildings, development, remodel- 
ing and additions so as to maintain and 


improve the established standards of 
property values within the village." 


Once the commission is in operation, it 


would have public hearings, and operate 
similar,to the plan commission. It would 
be the commission's job, however, to 
study only exterior 'design drawings, 
landscape and site plans and materials 
for any proposed development or im- 
provement. 


VILLAGE MGR. Dan Larson pointed 


out that the village might have no legal 
authority to review park district or 
school district plans,, since such districts 
have equal powers with the village. Vil- 
lage Pres. Gary Armtrong, said the 
commission could still seek voluntary co- 
operation from such districts. 


The ordinance states that no building 


permits will.be issued by the village until 
proper certificates are awarded, except 
for internal construction which will not 
affect the outward appearance of a struc- 
ture.

The shoebox-banking scandal in slate 


government and the under-the-lunchtable 
property valuation procedures charged in 
the county assessor's office are enough 
to smear the reputations of any agency 
that calls itself government, 


Municipal governments appear to be 


no exception to the general distrust most 
taxpayers have of elected officials, par- 
ticularly when it comes to spending their 
tax money. 


When there's talk of raising taxes, the 


first thought that usually hits the tax- 
payer is whose political pocket his extra 
money is going into rather than what 
more will he be getting for his money. 


Suspicions like this drew a crowd to a 


public hearing about the recent Palatine 
village budget discussions when a large 
projected income deficit for the coming 
year forced the village board to increase 
the municipal tax rate. 


Being the most local government body 


to which a resident pays taxes, the Pala- 
tine board had to bear the brunt of criti- 
cism residents justifiably have about 
being taxed to death. 


RATHER THAN go to a county board 


meeting to object to rising taxes, the 
residents took their grief out on the. local 
board. Even though the village board can 
do absolutely nothing about 92 per cent 
of the money paid on residents' tax bills, 
those who spoke their minds still seemed 
relieved after the public haaring. 


Looking at percentages, the amount a 


Palatine resident pays to the village for 
municipal services each year is minute 
compared to what he'll pay for his chil- 
dren's education and to the federal and 
state government in income taxes. 


Hie figures, however, don't really mat- 


ter. No one really thinks that screaming 
at somebody down at the County Build- 
ing or Slate of Illinois Building will do 
him any good on his tax bill. Instead, he 
got* to his local village board carrying a 


load of complaints about which the board 
has almost no control. - 


Not that the resident shouldn't com- 


plain. He's got to take his frustrations 
out on someone and it's easiest to reach 
the local village trustees. They've been 
elected to be responsive to the needs and 
complaints of local 'residents. 


So when the village board proposes to 


raise the municipal tax rate by 10 cents 
as in Palatin, there will be plenty of ob- 
jections. But when a taxpayer falls into a 
higher income bracket and pays more to 
the federal government in taxes during 
the year, he chucks it off as one of the 
prices you have to pay to live in this 
country. 


THE MAIN question residents put to the 


village board at the recent public hear- 
ing was why the village couldn't Hve 
within its income if every homeowner is 
expected to do it. The answer was that it 
could, but only if the residents were will- 
ing to give up a few of the things they'd 
been used to having. 


A basic policy decision had to be made 


during the course of budget discussions 
on whether there would be an increase in 
taxes in order to maintain the same level 
of village services or whether there 
would be a cutback. 


The board opted for a combination of 


the two, chopping the deficit in half with 
cutbacks and making up the rest through 
more taxes. 


No matter which direction the trustees 


had picked to balance the budget, there 
would have been complaints. No one 
likes higher taxes. But, also, no one likes 
being told when he calls the police to 
complain about a loud party that he 
should just close his window. 


Like anything else, the costs of govern- 


ment are getting higher and have to be 
paid for if they want to be kept, But, if 
more cases of shoebox banking crop up, 
it might not be a bad idea to decide 
whether .government is worth it.

Seek To End 
Bug Spraying 


Plum Grove Estates has Joined the 


ranks of Palatine and Scbaumburg in re- 
questing the Northwest Mosquito Abate- 
ment District stop all spraying and fog- 
ging activities in their area. 


The Plum Grove Estates Property 


Owners Association recently voted to ask 
the abatement district to replace its 
spraying methods with a "more per- 
manent control, namely with proper 
drainage of both public lands and private 
lands as specified in the statutes of the 
State of Illinois." 


Both Palatine and Schaumburg have 


had local ordinances that prohibit spray- 
ing within their village limits. Local offi- 
cials have contended the spraying is not 
an effective method of permanent mos- 
quito abatement and that it contributes 
to problems of water and air pollution. 


The abatement district last summer 


took legal action against the two towns, 
claiming the local ordinances prohibit 
the operation of the abatement programs 
throughout the entire area of the district. 


The case is still in litigation, with the 


next hearing on the validity of the ordi- 
nances set for June 26.

homeowners does not have the same ef- 
fect as an ordinance of a municipality 
because Plum Grove Estates is an unin- 
corporated subdivision.

Fighting Fires 
Of Bureaucracy 


by KEN KOZAK 


As near as anybody's been able to fig- 


ure it, a fire department is supposed to 
serve two primary purposes. 


It is supposed to try to prevent fires, 


through the processes of education, in- 
spection and enforcement of various fire 
safety codes. 


And, 
of course, when prevention 


doesn't work for some reason, it's sup- 
posed to put out the result. 


There are other secondary reasons for 


a firt department to be. Some are 
serious and important, like operating an 
ambulance service. Others aren't, like 
getting cats out of trees and putting on 
thrill shows. 


But nowhere is it written that a fire 


department is supposed to be a sideshow 
in a city circus, which is what's happen- 
ing hi Rolling Meadows. The city has 
made it so, even though the department 
isn't theirs. 


THAT'S THE problem. The city lead- 


ers, led by Mayor Roland Meyer, decided 
last October to annex the department to 
the city, to take over its assets and liabil- 
litto, pay salaries, hire and fire and 
clean the trucks. In other words, pay for 
the whole thing. 


In October, Meyer told the Fire Pro- 


tection District's trustees that he didn't 
foresee any major problems in accom- 
plishing the annexation in 1972. He said 
the city could absorb the district because 
of the large sales tax surplus. 


More than two months passed before 


the city council got down to the business 
of negotiating the annexation with the 
trustees, who had said in November that 


they would be willing to do all they could 
to accomplish the annexation if agree- 
ments could be made in areas of person- 
nel and finances. 


Even more time passed before the city 


council realized two startling things: 
first, even with the tax surplus there was 
not enough money available to bring the 
$300,000 fire department operation into 
the city under the new budget passed 
last week; and second, if the city takes 
over the district it will not .be able to 
take over the district's taxing authority 
completely, but, by law, only about 10 
per cent of it. 


SO EVERYBODY involved now is sort 


of stewing in the juices of a pot that no- 
body expected to be in last October. The 
fire trustees have taken pains to wave 
Meyer's October pronouncement under 
the noses of city officials and ask what's 
happening. And the city people are ad- 
mitting, in some cases, that maybe they 
didn't know all they should have when 
they started this thing up last year. But 
they're learning. 


Even though the immediate future of 


the fire district (who is going to end up 
with it and how) is not certain, the fire- 
men still are there and they still are 
in the business of preventing or fighting 
fires and getting cats from trees. 


Maybe it would be better if it stayed 


that way, with the fire department inde- 
pendent of the city, running its whole 
show. 


The way some of the city people have 


gotten involved in this fire district busi- 
ness so far, I don't know if I'd want to 
trust them with my cat.

In School Bids 


The High School Dist. 214 Board of 


Education Monday night approved more 
than $5.7 million worth of contracts for 
the construction of Buffalo Grove High 
School. 


The general contract was awarded to 


Miller-Davis Co. of Melrose Park, for 
$3,371,130. The company submitted the 
lowest of seven bids. 


In addition, the board awarded the 


high school plumbing contract to William 
Zeigler and Son, Inc. of Round Lake for 
$611,477; the heating contract to Byness, 
Inc. of Chicago, for $972,100; the elec- 
trical contract to Premier Electric of 
Chicago, for $759,000, and the testing and 
balancing contract, which will check 
heating and air-conditioning, for $19,800. 


THE BOARD ALSO rejected a bid of 


$32,000 for maintenance of the building's 
rooftop air-conditioning units. Robert We- 
ber, assistant superintendent for business 
services, said the item had been bid 
"mainly for information" and that the 
district officials believe the districts 
regular maintenance crew can do the 
work more inexpensively. 


Weber said the total for the bids on the 


major contracts was under the district's 
proposed budget. Excavation, site prepa- 
ration and installation of steel had been 
bid earlier and contractors for those op- 
erations have been on the scene since 
last fall. 


The high school, which has a total 


budget of $10.5 million, will be built at 
Arlington Heights and Dundee roads in 
Buffalo Grove. It will have a design sim- 
ilar to the Rolling Meadows High School 
which opened last fall. The school is 
scheduled .to open hi September, 1973, 
and will be the district's eighth high 
school.

Police Thrust 
In Strike Ring

The strike by electrical workers at the 


Honeywell plant at the north end of the 
village has thrust the Arlington Heights 
Police Department into the ring as ref- 
ree between two increasingly belligerent 
opponents. 


By enforcing the right of free access to 


the plant for truckers, employes and vis- 
itors who, for whatever reason, have 
elected not to honor the strikers' picket 
line, the police have been cast as parti- 
sans in the dispute. 


To the striking workers, whose tem- 


pers and wallets have now begun to wear 
thin, police supervision which includes 
the frequent use of a videotape camera 
is unjustified and premeditated harass- 
ment. 


The police have ordered the removal of 


a house trailer parked near the plant 
which strikers have used during the nine 
week dispute. It constitutes and apparent 
violation of Arlington Heights zoning or- 
dinances, in the eyes of the village ad- 
ministration. 


In the eyes of the strikers, the order is 


further evidence the police have sided 
with Honeywell management. 


SOME UNION members have charged 


Honeywell management was allowed to 
maintain an employment office in a 
house trailer for nearly eight months 
when the plant opened last year. 


Arlington Heights Building Director 


Marty Munson says that if a trailer was 
in use at Honeywell for employment pur- 
poses, he was unaware of it. 


Selective enforcement of any ordi- 


nance, either by intent or- accident, is 
theoretically impossible to justify. But as 
a matter of practice, infractions of law 
do go undetected. 


Strikers have suffered additional irrita- 


tion by the recent posting of no parking 
signs along Dundee Road in front of the 
Honeywell installation. 


According to police, the signs may 


have been installed as part of the state's 
improvement of Fte> S3 and are unre- 
lated to the strike. 


But to the men who have been forced 


to walk long distances from their cars to 
the picket line because of strict enforce- 
ment of the parking prohibition by Ar- 
lington Heights police, the signs spell yet 
another attempt by the village to break 
their strike. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS police have 


reported a number of incidents at the 
Honeywell picket line including the scat- 
tering of nails at driveway entrances to 
keep out delivery trucks and occasional 
damage to cars driven by non-union 
workers. 


These incidents, together with the 


growing discontent of the strikers, would 
seem to justify police patrol, though per- 
haps not continuous surveillance. 


In defiance of the strike, Honeywell 


has hired over 300 so-called temporary 
workers which, according to the com- 
pany spokesmen, have brought the plant 
to near full production. 


If this' is, true, company management 


would appear to have one less reason to 
press for a rapid settlement of the dis- 
pute. And yesterday both union and man- 
agement said the two sioes had not 
moved significantly closer to reconcilia- 
tion 


It is unfortunate that the strict enforce- 


ment of the law in this instance has had 
the effect of bolstering Honeywell's le- 
verage against the strikers.

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Give Nod To Economic Plan Study 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


has approved a $19,750 economic plan- 
ning study of the village as part of a 
revised master plan now under study by 
a joint committee of the village board 
and the plan commission. 


Cost of the study, which will be made 


by the firm of Larry Smith and Co., ex- 
ceeds by $3,750 the figure originally 
budgeted for an economic base study. 


The extra cost is due to four special 


geographic areas the joint committee de- 
cided should be included in the study, 
according to Trustee Frank Palmatier, a 
member of the master plan committee. 


The four special areas of study are 


north Arlington Heights Road, south Ar- 
lington Heights Road, Rand Road, and 
the potential for future land and annexa- 
tion north of the village's present bound- 
ary. 


Each of the special study areas and an 


extra $1,500 to the cost of the study, 
Palmatier said. 


THE MAIN TEXT of the economic 


planning study will cost $10,000 with an 
additional $3,750 to be spent on a redevel- 
opment strategy for the downtown busi- 


ness district. 


The committee's decision to hire an 


outside consulting firm to prepare the 
economic base study was based on Vil- 
lage Planner Joe Kesler's opinion that 
the village's planning department did not 


have sufficient resources to make the 
study itself. 


The four-member planning department 


has been at work on a new master plan 
for Arlington Heights for about one year. 


The village planning department was 


assigned to task of doing the bulk of the 
work after estimates by private planning 
firms put the cost of a new master plan 
for the village at nearly $140,000. 


The last master plan for Arlington

Board Awards 
$5.7 Million 
In School Bids 


The High School Dist. 214 Board of 


Education Monday night approved more 
than $5.7 million worth of contracts for 
the construction of Buffalo Grove High 
School. 


The general contract was awarded to 


Miller-Davis Co. of Melrose Park, for 
$3,371,130. The company submitted the 
lowest of seven bids. 


In addition, the board awarded the 


high school plumbing contract to William 
Zeigler and Son, Inc. of Round Lake for 
$611,477; the heating contract to Byness, 
Inc. of Chicago, for $972,100; 'the elec 
trical contract to Premier Electric of 
Chicago, for $759,000, and the testing and 
balancing contract, which will check 
heating and air-conditioning, for $19,800 


THE BOARD ALSO rejected a bid of 


$32,000 for maintenance of the building's 
rooftop air-conditioning units. Robert We- 
ber, assistant superintendent for business 
services, said the item had been bid 
"mainly for information" and that the 
district officials believe the district's 
regular maintenance crew can do the 
work more inexpensively. 


Weber said the total for the bids on the 


major contracts was under the district's 
proposed budget Excavation, site prepa- 
ration and installation of steel had been 
bid earlier and contractors for those op- 
erations have been on the scene since 
last fall. 


The high school, which has a total 


budget of $10 5 million, will be built at 
Arlington Heights and Dundee roads in 
Buffalo Grove. It will have a design sim- 
ilar to the Rolling Meadows High School 
which opened last fall. The school is 
scheduled to open in September, 1973, 
and will be the district's eighth high 
school. 


The Buffalo Grove Park District plans 


to let bids soon on a swimming pool to be 
built adjacent to the school. The school 
district and park district will split the 
costs of the facility.

Special events, which are included al- 


most daily during open swim sessions, 
include scuba demonstrations, water bas- 
ketball and water polo.

temperature constant. 


"We were getting complaints about 


over-chlorination of the pool — people 
were saying the water stung their eyes," 
said Peleck. "The room and pool tem- 
peratures were also a problem for a 
while." 


THE NEW EQUIPMENT, which cost 


about $5,000, was installed the first week 
in April, and has been working perfectly 


since, Peleck said. 


Prospective park district swim team 


members have been frequenting the pool 
more often lately to get in shape for the 
coming season, which also accounts for 
more swimmers, Peleck said. 


"We will have two competitive park dis- 


trict swim teams this year instead of one 
so that more people can participate in 
the meets," Peleck said. 


Public swimming is held from 7:30 to 9 


p.m. Tuesday and Thursday, 6:30 to 9 
p.m. Wednesday and Friday, 1 to 5 p.m. 
Saturday and Sunday, and 7 to 9 p.m. 
Sunday. Monday nights from 6:30 to 9:30 
for adult swimming.

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System; Calls It Inadequate 


The Des Plaines municipal water sys- 


tem is "totally inadequate" and needs 
about $2 million in improvements, ac- 
cording to a consulting firm's report pre- 
sented to city officials. 


Carl F. Buettnor and Associates, Inc., 


a St. Louis firm hired by the city last 
summer to conduct an $11,200 study, rec- 
ommended "immediate" construction of 
a new pumping station, a four-million- 
gallon reservoir and almost five miles of 
new water mains. 


The firm also has proposed construc- 


tion, within the next four years, of anoth- 
er pumping station, a three-million gal- 
lon reservoir and 14,000 feet of pipeline. 


The city council will meet May 8 to 


study the report's findings. The council 
agreed to allow a study after being told 
by City Engineer Robert Bowen of in- 
adequate water pressure during dry 
weather periods, malfunctioning water 
storage tanks and nearly-clogged water 
pipes which had been installed before 
1900. 


The Buettner firm, which conducted 


water pressure tests and simulations of 
water use conditions, stated that "the 
present storage facilities and distribution 
system are totally inadequate to handle 
present maximum" daily use. 


The firm found many low-pressure sec- 


tions of the water system and found that 
some tanks, used for water storage, emp- 
ty too quickly, At one point in the tests, 
several important water mains were 
found to be empty, the report states. 


A new $125,000 water pumping station 


should be constructed "immediately"/ 
near Central Road and the Soo Line', 
tracks on the north side of Des Plaines, 
the report states. 


A FOUR-MILLION-GALLON water! 


storage tank costing $270,000 is also^ 
needed right away, according to the re- 
port. 


The first phase of improvements, cost- 


ing an estimated $848,800 would also in- 
clude new pipelines along the Soo Line 
tracks; on Golf Road, between the Soo 
Line and Mount Prospect Road; and on 
Mount Prospect Road, between Golf and 
Central, Another pipeline should be con- 
structed near the Northwest Tollway, the 
report indicates. 


The second phase of construction, 


urged for completion within the next four 
years, would include another $125,000 
pumping station, and a $220,000, three- 
million-gallon storage tank, and a series 
of pipelines on the northern and southern 
sections of Des Plaines. 


The two new tanks, with a total of 


about seven million more gallons 'of wa- 
ter storage capacity, would add about 50 
per cent to the present 14%-million-gal- 
lon storage, the report indicates. 
' 


Buettner suggests that the city could 


receive/about $800,000 for the water sys- 
tem improvements from the U.S. Depart- 
ment ,of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment. The rest could be raised through 


bond 'issue, to be paid with revenues 


water use.

The firm also predicted that average 


daily use would skyrocket in the next 20 
years, from 14.4 million gallons a day to 
24.5 million daily, as the population in- 
creases.

resignation, effective June 30, to the 
school board. He begins his new job July 
1, replacing Leon Smaage who held the 
Dist. 62 post for 26 years. Smaage, 64, 
announced his retirement in January. 


Chosen from a field of 85 educators in- 


cluding 27 superintendents, Sahlberg will 


receive $30,000 a year as compared to 
the,$28,350 he currently receives.-.in 
Mount Prospect. Before Smaage retired, 
he received $35,000 a year. 


SAHLBERG, 46, would not say why he 


was leaving Dist. 57 where he has served 
as superintendent for seven years. 


"I will make my comments on June 19. 


That's my last board meeting," he said 
yesterday. Sahlberg has been the target 
of severe criticism from some residents 
for his actions as superintendent. They

have charged him with, among other 
things,., being .unresponsive .to the pub- 
lic.

After a half-hour closed session, the 


board accepted Sahlberg's resignation 
"with regret." He had informed them of 
his plans in a closed meeting last week, 
Board Pres. Robert Novy said. 


The board voted to employ Sahlberg as 


a consultant from July 1 to Aug. 30: 


"I will be available to lend my assis- 


tance as requested by the new superin- 
tendent," he said. The Dist. 62 Board 
also agreed to employ Smaage as a con- 
sultant to assist Sahlberg in his new job. 


NOVY SAID Sahlberg did not really 


explain why he was leaving the district 
"other than the new job would be in the 
area of self-betterment." Novy said Sahl- 
berg was not asked to resign. Sahlberg's 
new district has more than 7,200 students 
as compared to the 3,600 in Dist. 57. 


The Dist. 62 board approved hiring 


Sahlberg on Monday night. According to 
Dist.

City Seeks 
To Shut Day 
Care Center 


The City of Des Plaines will seek a 


court injunction to close the Angel Town 
Nursery School, a day-care center at 2329 
Birch St., because of an alleged violation 
of the city's zoning ordinance. 


The city council voted Monday, at the 


suggestion of City Atty. Robert DiLeo- 
nardi, to hire an attorney and seek court 
action to close the center, after DiLeo- 
nardi said it is a commercial business in 
an area zoned residential. 


Leo McLennon, attorney for the owner 


of the center, Lorraine Angell, said he 
will fight the city's actions in court be- 
cause he feels the zoning ordinance, 
which allows schools and churches in 
residential zones,' can be interpreted by 
courts to also' allow nursery schools and 
day-care centers. 


He said the Illinois Supreme Court re- 


cently had ruled that in several similar 
zoning codes nursery schools cannot be 
barred from residential areas. 


DES PLAINES Mayor Herbert Behrel 


said yesterday that the court case may 
help to clear up legal questions about es- 
tablishment of a day-care center — in 
which working mothers leave their chil- 
dren in the care of a licensed center. 


Several, day-fare .centers now operate 


in the city's, residential areas, with both 
a city and a slate license, but these an 
a p p a r e n t l y are. conducted within 
churches, rather than former residences, 
the mayor indicated. ,0ften the centers 
are operated with contributions from lo- 
cal social service groups. 


DiLeonardi, whose wife is president, of 


.the board, for the Northwest Suburban 
Day Care Center at the First 'Presby- 
terian Church of Des Plaines, has asked 
that another attorney handle the city 
court, actions on the Angel Town nursery 
— because of possible accusations of con- 
flict of interest 


Mrs. Angell told the Herald yesterday 


that she has been trying to provide a ser- 
vice that is badly needed by Des Plaines 
mothers. 


Mrs. Angell, who also operates a state- 


licensed day-care center and nursery in 
Rosemont, said the city has refused-to 
issue a license to the new center on 
Birch Street because of the zoning eon- 
flict.

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Stirrings In The Convent 


Change Comes Gradually 
To Conservative Order 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


(First of two parti.) 


Outside things haven't changed much 


over the yean. 


The rambling, red-brick convent pre- 


sents a sturdy, traditional image to pass- 
ing motorists as it sits sheltered by trees 
set back from the busy thoroughfare. 


Inside the casual visitor would hardly 


detect any change. An aging sister in 
floor-length black habit unlocks the 
heavy front door and politely ushers the 
caller to a comfortable sitting room 
where the silence is disturbed only by 
noises from the outside world. 


Down the hall in the ornate, golden 


chapel sit one or two sisters engrossed in 
their wordless prayer, running beads 
through their fingers or quietly turning 
the pages of small black books. 


THE STILLNESS is broken by the 


sound of striding feet and a young, smil- 
ing sister stands in the doorway dressed 
in the modified short habit and veil worn 
by the majority of religious. She is eager 
to tell about the conservative but contin- 
uing changes that have taken place in 
her order. Changes only those inside the 
secure convent walls can fully under- 
stand. 


"Religious life before tended to be an 


isolation from the world. Now we are 
people of the church reaching out to 
people," said Sister Carol Marie, assist- 
ant director of novices and vocation di- 
rector of Sacred Heart Province, Sisters 
of the Holy Family of Nazareth. Des 
Plainer 


"New fields have opened up and the 


religious are going out to people more. 
We're taking more of a part hi parish 
work and in the schools. 


"THERE IS MORE stress on, 'I em a 


person, an individual, a woman putting 
herself in a religious life'," she said. 


Sister Carol Marie's job is to go to ele- 


mentary schools and interest 8th grade 
girls in the order's new home asplrancy 
program and to interest high school girls 
in becoming affiliated with the order. 


Before last year girls could affiliate 


with the convent right after they gradu- 
ated from 8th grade. They-lived in a 
large white house in back of the convent 
during their high school years and their 
lives were guided by the sisters. 


Now the future sister lives with her 


parents, attends the high school X her 
choice, dates and joins activities while 
she Is affiliated with the community. One 
sister guides the aspirant toward her vo- 
cation. 


"ONCE A MONTH the aspirant comes 


here for a spiritual talk. While guiding 
them you watch the changes taking place 


in them — their whole personality begins 
changing towards the religious life," Sis- 
ter Carol Marie said. 


If, after high school graduation, the as- 


pirant chooses the religious vocation, she 
becomes a postulant and moves into the 
Province House. A year'later she be- 
comes a novice and spends the next two 
years .studying the spiritual life, the con- 
stitution of the order and attending 
classes at DeLourdes College in Des 
Plaines, run by the sisters. 


At the end of the second year the nov- 


ice takes the first of three temporary 
vows and becomes a scholastic. Once she 
has made the three one-year vows she 
can ask for permission from the commu- 
nity to take her final vows, make a final 
commitment and become a senior or fi- 
nal professed sister. 


"IT IS psychologically and emotionally 


better to have girls enter the convent af- 
ter they have completed high school or 
work or1 college," Sister Carol Marie 
said. "There are now many lifestyles to 
choose from. The older woman knows 
what life is, she makes a more mature 
decision to enter the religious life." 


There are no postulants with the Prov- 


ence House now and only three novices. 
The three are 30,29 and 19 years of age. 


"The older (women) have a harder 


time adjusting. They tend to ask why 
a lot but are willing to accept more chal- 
lenges once they know why," she said. 


Once in the convent the future ,aun 


leads a full day. There are morning 
m a s s , prayers, meditation, college 
classes, meals, spiritual classes, one or 
two hours of free time for recreation, 
television or hobbies and homework. 
There is no time for idle hands or idle 
minds; there is always something to 
learn, something to do, someone to talk 
to, some part of one's self to know more 
about. 


THE NUMBERS who have entered 


communities like Sister of the Holy Fam- 
ily of Nazareth are small.
